1 don't see wh.v the other 
conniies of Hie stale shouldn't eii.jo.v the same 
privileges If regulated. Sangiinioii county seems 
III haxe a monopoly on llw' sjiorl ai |iresent." The 
senator remarked that he had seen plenl.v of 
helling ill 111 - paildoi k at tlie Spriiiglield track.
